Indeed she has set 

aside the period from Ash Wed- 

nesday to Easter Sunday in or- 

der to implement with specific 

regulations the divine command 
to “do penance.” 


It is characteristic of the mar- 
velous genius of the Church 
that she takes an abstract pre- 
cept out of the blue of the skies, 
brings it down to earth and 
shows in a detailed manner how 
it is to be fulfilled. Unless the 
Church did this, it is likely that 
most Christians would give 
mere lip-service to the law of 
penance and ignore it in prac- 
Hence the Church pre- 
scribes definite regulations for 
fast and abstinence and has 
them read and explained at ali 
the Masses on the Sunday pre- 
ceding the beginning of Lent. 


‘Dust Thou Art’ 


On the first day of Lent, Ash 
Wednesday, she brings her chil- 
dren to the altar rail and has 
her minister place blessed ashes 
upon the forehead of each while 
he admonishes, ‘Remember, 
man, that thou art but dust and 
unto dust thou shalt return.” 
Thus does our Holy Mother the 
Church bring vividly before our 
minds the important truth that 
we have not here a lasting city 
but seek one that is to come. 

That impressive ceremony re- 
minds us that we are here but 
on probation, that we are to 
prove ourselves worthy, by a 
life of virtue, holiness and pen- 
ance for past sins, of everlast- 
ing union with God in heaven. 
It whispers in our ear that we 
should meditate daily during 
Lent upon the words’ which 
Christ addresses to each of us: 
“What shall it .profit a man if 


he gain the whole world and 


suffer the loss of his soul? Or 
what shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul?” 


Christ not only proclaimed 
the law of penance but also 
practiced it Himself. Unlike 
generals who send their soldiers 
out into the front-line trenches 
while they remain safe behind, 
Christ set us the example of 
penance and self-denial. 


Taught By Example | 


At the very beginning of His 
public ministry, Jesus went out 
into the desert and fasted 40 
days and 40 nights. He knew 
the meaning of hunger. He 
knew the craving of the body 
for food and the pain involved 
in deliberately refusing that 
craving. Though there was no 
need on His part to undergo 
such fasting, for He was sinless, 
yet He wished to teach us by the 
most effective of all ways — 
the way of example. 


When our Blessed Lord re- 
turned from the desert He said, 
“Do penance, for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.” This was 
the message which His precur- 
sor John the Baptist had pro- 
claimed. It was the message 
with which Jesus began His 
public ministry and the mes- 
sage with which He ended it on 
Calvary’s Cross. Hence the ines- 
capable necessity of penance is 
vouched for by Christ Himself: 
no man who turns a deaf ear 
to it can call himself a Chris- 
tian. 


On one occasion a _ father 
brought his son to Christ, beg- 
ging Him to cast out the devil 
from him. Hearkening. to’ the 
father’s plea, Christ did_ so. 
Then the disciples secretly came 
to Jesus and asked, “Why could 
not we cast him out?” Where- 
upon Christ told them that

_ This house became celebrated as 
“Emmaus,” a refuge for the desti- 
tute and the despairing, a center 
from which sprarg into being ex- 
tensive housing projects for the 
homeless. These endeavors began 
almost accidentally. First one or 
two people in trouble sought aid 
from the priest. In a very short 
while scores were doing so, then 
hundreds. None was refused. 

Abbe Pierre’s secret seems to be 
absolute sincerity and disinterest- 
edness, together with a charity 
without limits, past tiring, and ut- 
terly trustful. Confronted with 
need, he asks no questions, makes 
no conditions, merely seeks to 
help. 

He is concerned to: preserve or 
re-awaken self-respect in the suf- 
fering, to give them the names of 
self-help, to inspire them to help 
one another. In the roughest, most 
desperate character he finds some- 
thing to appeal to, and spiritual 
reclamation, as well as_ physical, 
generally eventuates. ks 

Or you may say that his secret 
is being with the poor, in their 
midst, giving himself, man and 
priest. 

At*any rate, this episodic im- 
Sota zig-zagging account of 

im and his undertakings is most 
affecting. 
which you would like to have am- 
plified, for better understanding. 
There are doings or sayings which, 
as here reported, leave you doubt- 
ul. For example, the priest is 
quoted so; “Whenever a man, poor 
and daring as Christ, Tolstoi, or 
Gandhi .. .” etc. Tolstoi, _ of 
course, was far from poor, and the 
level linking of the names of 
Christ and Gandhi is a distinct im- 
propriety. 

The agony of the impoverished 
we too readily forget. What we do 
to relieve it is contemptibly inade- 


quate. Christian duty requires 
more. Abbe Pierre's story drama- 
tizes that fact. 


Poor Try 


A vinegary and pettifogging 
bishop takes over a diocese long 
presided over by an amiable and 
easy-going prelate: That is the sit- 
uation posited at the start of Mich- 
ael Cunningham’s novel, The Bish- 


op Finds a Way (Farrar,. Straus 


and Young. $3). 

Not exactly a familiar subject 
for fiction, you say, but perhaps 
Mr. Cunningham can do something 
with it. It proves that he can’t. 
His characters are without sub- 
stance, and his knowledge of how 
to construct a novel (or at least his 
ability to carry out such know- 
ledge) is a minus quantity. 

Doubtless there have been occa- 
ions in real life when a. strict 
bishop has suceeded one both kind- 
ly and casual, with consequent ap- 
prehension and unpleasantness. 
Whether or not a/first rate stery 
could be made of such a subject 
is debatable. At any rate, no story 
worth the telling could be con- 
structed without portrayal in depth 
of the humanity of the people in- 
volved. Mr. Cunningham comes 
nowhere near fulfilling the requl- 
site condition. 

Apparently he has been made 
privy to a certain amount of cleri- 
cal gossip. This he has sought to 
piece out with three or four clumsy 
subplots, and he climaxes the re- 
sultant botch with elements from 
his personal knowledge in the art 
of church decoration.

To get working capital to operate 
and to assure that bills would be 
paid promptly, each parish put 
a certain amount of money into 
a fund.

={The books are shipped to him at 
his home and he in turn notifies 
the other rack operators. When 
they need books they come to his 
house for them.

ood texture. And maybe peculiar- 
y enough, one of our favorite ac- 
companiments is whole cranberry 
sauce. Let your family’s taste and 
the left-overs in the refrigerator 
guide you in your macaroni and 
cheese combinations but whatever 
you choose to concoct, give it 
character. Don’t serve a mass of 
soft, gummy macaroni with a 
sprinkling ef cheese. Cook maca- 
roni in ample amounts of boiling 
salted water. Cook it only until it 
is cooked through, and not until it 
is soft and unpalatable. Rinse it 
well after cooking to remove loose 
starch, using hot water if the mac- 
aroni is to be used in a hot dish 
and cold if in a cold dish. Drain to 
remove excess water. 

Cook macaroni well, mix it with 
good flavorful foods and your old 
favorite—Macaroni and Cheese— 
will serve you well during the 
weeks ahead. 


Jiffy Macaroni 
And Cheese 


1 pound macaroni, 2 cups thinly 
sliced onions, 1 pound. processed 
American cheese, sliced, 3 cups 
milk, 2 teaspoons dry mustard, 1 
teaspoon caraway seeds. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
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water until tender; drain and rinse. 
Place macaroni, onion slices and 
cheese slices in alternate layers in 
a buttered 3 quart casserole. Blend 
milk with mustard; add caraway 
seeds and pour over macaroni in 
casserole. Bake covered in a mod- 
erate oven 350°F. 35 minutes. Un- 
cover and continue baking for 10 
or 15 minutes or until top is 
browned. Serves 8. 


Macaroni-Cheese Pie 


1 pound elbow macaroni, 1 pound 
processed American cheese, grated, 
2 tall cans evaporated milk, 4 
tablespoons chopped pimento, 2 
teaspoons salt, Dash of pepper, 4 
fresh tomatoes, cut in wedges, 4 
tablespoons chopped parsley. 


Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until tender, about 8 min- 
utes; drain and rinse.

Not a little of the per- 
nicious influence upon youth may 
be traced to reading. And of this 
reading material, comic books form 
the biggest and worst offender. 

Is it any wonder that the Com- 
munists are so much interested in 
the books read by children and 
youth? It is the perfect fare for 
the brain-softening which they de- 
sire as the ground work for their 
own evil interests. 

Doctor Bella Dodd, a former 
Communist, has revealed that the 
Communist Youth program in this 
country is weighted heavily upon 
comic books. Many parents may 
be surprised to know that the 
Communists are financing eighty- 
five per cent of the filthy comic 
books in our country. 

The first modern comic maga- 
zine, “Famous Funnies” first hit 
the news stands in 1934. In two 
decades comics have reached an 
unbelievable circulation. More 
than this, oe is rising 
rapidly year by year. 

With anata eighteen million 
copies a month published today, 
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an increase of nearly twenty-five 
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per cent has occurred in the past 
five or six years. 


The habit of reading the comic 
books is by no means confined to 
the public schools. Children in 
parochial schools are just as avid 
readers of them. A few years ago 
a study was made of nearly twenty- 
thousand elementary, parochial- 
school children. Of these only five 
per cent did not read comic books. 


What kind of comics were the 
children reading? The answer is 
found in the reasons given by the 
children for their reading of 
comic books; seventy-five per cent 
of the boys and almost as many of 
the girls read them for excitement, 
fighting, war, crime, _ killings, 
westerns, airplanes. 

The types of comics read by 
these boys and girls were analyzed 
and found to be generally Godless 
and materialistic. They glorified 
brute force, offended against, de- 
cency in speech and modesty in 
dress, and encouraged un-Christian 
attitudes. 

A similar survey made by the 
Queen’s Work showed that there 
are very, very few children who 
read no comics at all. The aver- 
age for children is four a week. 
Most -youngsters questioned _be- 
lieved that crime comics teach how 
to use weapons and commit 
crimes. The questionnaires from 
the larger cities showed a strong 
preference for crime comics. 

For- the past eight years, the 
crime-and-horror comic book has 
been in big business; during the 
same period juvenile delinquency 
has increased twenty per cent. 

Simply to tell the children not 
to read the comic books won’t do 
very much good. They'll be get- 
ting them and reading them when 
parents don’t know about it. The 
thing to do is to make sure that 
the children are provided with the 
good Catholic comic books that are 
available. True, these are few in 
number, yet by subscribing to 
them regularly a substitute for the 
bad comics is available. Such 
comics as Treasure Chest, Topics, 
and Catholic Action Comics com- 
ing regularly into the home in the 
child’s own name will help to off-

Washington, D.C. — (NC) — 
Senate Juvenile Delinquency in- 
vestigators have put the primary 
responsibility for policing the 
comic book industry on the pub- 
lishers of comic books and have 
rejected the idea of government 
cens p. 


IN A 50-PAGE report on a probe 
of crime and horror comic books, 
the senators also called on the in- 
dustry to halt the output of lurid 
material featuring sex and deprav- 
ed violence. 

The committee, now headed by 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, called upon comic book 
publishers to live up to “stand- 
ards of morality and decency 
which American parents have 
the right te expect.”

Ethical, Moral Viewpoints In Right-To-Work 
Law Controversy Reviewed By Father Cronin 


FATHER JOHN F. CRONIN, S.S. 
Assistant Director, N.C.W.C. Social Action Department 


(Last week Father Cronin opened his discussion of the Right-to-Work laws by pointing out 
that (1) the term “Right-to-work” is misleading in that the law is designed “to enforce further 
restrictions upon union activity. Such laws do not provide jobs for workers; they merely pre- 
vent workers from attaining security for unions of their choice” and (2) he contended that the 
Right-to-Work laws might establish trade barriers among the several states, thus breaking down 
the Interstate Commerce system. His remarks are concluded below.—Ed.)

Years From AFL-CIO Split To 


Healing Of Breach Reviewed 


Director, 


When the great change occurred 
in the American Federation of La- 
bor which resulted in the forma- 
tion of the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations—now to be healed, 
it seems, by the merger of the two 
—priests who wanted a strong la- 
bor movement in the United States 
were of two minds about it. 

They worked in the tradition of 
Cardinal Gibbons who defended 
the strong labor movement of his 
time even though it had marked 
defects. That is, they were for 
the unions that the working people 
themselves had created, if it was 
at all possible to be for them. And 
certainly the A.F. of L. was, and 
is, a good organization. So they 
were for the A. F. of L. 


But they knew that the domin- 
ant idea in the A.F. of L. at that 
time did not lend itself to the or- 
ganization of the mass protection 
of workers who didn’t have the 
traditional skills which the A. F.

I don’t mean that the chief A. F. 
of L. leaders didn’t work hard or 
spend a great deal of money to or- 
ganize the mass production work- 
ers. They did. But a backward 
look at the process of organizing 
auto workers or steel workers or 
rubber workers in a great num- 
ber of individual unions by kinds 
of skills that they did not, at all, 
possess, shows what handicapped 
the A. F. of L. in organizing the 
working people in these new in- 
dustries. 


REMEMBER, this was in the 
early and middle 30’s. The labor 
movement had dwindled from its 
high spot after World War I. There 
had been the terrible 20’s and the 
great depression which racked 
things open for the 30’s. In the 
depths of things in the early 30’s, 
the unions were trying to get on 
their feet again. Should they de- 
pend on organizing the mass pro- 
duction workers by crafts or by a 
whole company and a whole indus- 
try? And what sort of policy would 
industrial mass production work- 
ers have that might be different 
from the policy of the traditional 
unions? 

The move for the industrial 
unions won out. It won out in 
the new Congress of Industrial 
Organizations. It won handsome- 
ly, also, in the A. F. of L., itself, 
for the need of company-wide or- 
ganization was evident and the 
A. F. of L. leaders saw it and 
they themselves began organiz- 
ing on a company-wide basis. 
In those early years of the CIO, 

the A.F. of L. leaders tried to get 
the Catholic social movement in 
the United States to oppose the 
CIO. The outlandish argument was 
even: used that the system of “oc- 
cupational groups” advocated in 
Pius XI’s Encyclical on Social Or- 
der was a system of craft union- 
ism, instead of its being an in- 
dustry-wide cooperation of organ- 
ized management and unions, whe- 
ther the unions were craft or in- 
dustrial.

Lewis had been 
the chief leader of the move for 
industrial unionism in the fac- 
tories and he had never been 
known to be an uncontroversial 
figure. Philip Murray was, on 
the other hand, a gentle person 
and I remember William Green, 
president then of the A.F. of L., 
saying when Phil Murray suc- 
ceeded John Lewis that “Phil is 
a man you can work with.” 

By that time the leaders of both 
the A.F. of L. and CIO knew they 

had to work together. And for the 
same reason, priests in labor work 
were not put in the embarrassing 
position of being asked which they 
favored, the A. F. of L. or CIO, 
when manifestly they favored both 
or they favored the organization 
of the working people and played 
no favorites and both the CIO and 
A.F. of L. came to recognize it. 

ATTEMPTS WERE MADE to 
bring the A.F. of L. and CIO to- 
gether both through private con- 
versations and by a public appeal. 
But the attempts failed. Probably 
it was just as well that they failed. 
More years seem to have. been 
needed to work out freely the an- 
swer to the problem of which in- 


dustries require company-wide and. 


industry-wide unions and which 
industries require craft unions. 
The A.F. of L. and CIO have now 
had enough experience with the 
answers that they can work to- 
gether, or so it seems.
